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1971—New Interest, Involvement 


and Effectiveness

1971 will be a new year of new interest, in- 
volvement and effectiveness. Our goals for the 
year can be outlined as follows: 


1. The Minnesota Society of Architects can 
provide strengthening of these goals through 
group action where individual stimulation can- 
not be as effective. However, the strength of 
the group does depend wholly upon the com- 
mitment of the individual members. Involve- 
ment of all members is earnestly sought. 


2. Our legislative program is limited and 
does not indicate the leadership role our pro- 
fession should assume. We should strongly 
encourage passage of bills that can improve 
the quality of life even if these bills are contro- 
versial. We should be heard more often sup- 
porting positive proposals. A program should 
be implemented encouraging architects to 
seek elective offices on boards, city councils, 
county commissions and in the state legisla- 
ture. 


3. Our public relations counsel, Roland 


Minda, has been active the past year and has 
completed a study of architectural service pat- 
terns that indicates the minor role architects 
are playing in the development of our culture. 
Public relations counsel has made positive 
recommendations to strengthen this role and 
will hopefully continue this study to analyze 
and direct our actions to improve our effective- 
ness. 


4. Our code of ethics is still undecided and 
this is causing confusion in the direction of 
our profession. | hope that we will be able to 
find ways of continuing the practice of archi- 
tecture on a professional level rather than join- 
ing the speculative economy in a lesser role. 


5. Encouragement and involvement of 
younger members should be a primary goal. 
We need new ideas and enthusiasm that youth 
can provide to meet current challenges and 
change as needed in the future. 


Architecture will always be a great chal- 
lenge and the goals worth achieving. 
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Legislation as Vital Part of Our 
Immediate Future

Speaking not as an architect but as the ex- 
ecutive director of MSA and its legislative rep- 
resentative, | believe the immediate future of 
architecture can best be measured in one year 
and that year is 1971. Within its months will 
be made decisions which can deeply influence 
the course of our profession, both as a separate 
unit within the economy and as an important 
part of the entire economy. During those 
months it therefore becomes important that 
those in our profession do everything possible 
to help turn the trends upward, toward making 
the year a successful one. 

Legislation will be in the fore among activ- 
ities of this year, especially during the initial 
months when the legislature meets. Architects 
have always taken some active part in the work 
leading to passage of state legislation. During 
the year 1971 they should increase their activ- 
ities. 

There are always new faces among the leg- 
islators at the capitol and this year there seem 
to be more than usual. These new men need 
to be contacted, to be told the story of the con- 
struction industry and the integral part in it 
which the architects handle, to be made famil- 
iar with the many ways in which those in the 
design professions can help. Architects’ roles 
in legislation where they have expertize can be 
of great value in preparation of legislation for 
the benefit of all the citizens of the state. 

Realizing this, the Minnesota Society of Ar- 
chitects planned well in advance of the actual 
sessions of the legislature to be more actively 
available than ever before—the times demand 
it of us. Our many committees, manned by 
members whose experience individually and 
collectively can take to the legislators a vast 
store of skilled knowledge, have prepared for 
their roles. Acting along strictly non-partisan 
lines, those who will be the voices of the so- 
ciety plan to devote as much time as needed 
so that the many bills which are planned for 
introduction and which touch in any way on 
our industry will be framed carefully with con- 
sideration for every aspect of their effects. 

The professional roles of those in the de- 
sign fields become even more important dur- 
ing legislative sessions because there seldom 
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is a member of the state legislature who is 
from the design professions. Consequently, 
architects, engineers and others must make 
themselves readily and promptly available 
when needed to enhance the values of pro- 
posed new laws. It is obvious to us and should 
be made obvious to others that we pro- 
vide sources of technical and other informa- 
tion and guidance of value to legislators which 
are not available from any other source. 

Immediacy is a factor in some legislation 
which has been brought up to now through the 
considerations and actions of the several in- 
terim committees of the two houses of the 
legislature. Their work during the two years 
since the last session is ready to be put into 
the hopper for action. Our members and oth- 
ers have tried to provide adequate background 
for these immediate bills but they will none- 
theless probably require additional action as 
they go through committee, onto the floor and 
to a vote. 

Looking further ahead into the year there 
will come the time when the active sessions 
have drawn to their close. Then a continuing 
offering of expertise should be made by our 
members and their associates as new interim 
committees carry forward the bridging work to 
the 1973 legislature's meetings. There is and 
should be a constant effort by us to see that 
those who guide the legal operations of our 
state—and, when possible, our country—are 
offered and accept our knowledge for the prop- 
er development of our futures. 

"Our futures"—during the months of 1971 
they will be shaped to great extent. The year- 
end forecasts of the economists pointed to an 
upswing in the construction industry, which 
had one of its worse years in 1970. Many of 
our members can vouch for the unhappy qual- 
ity of the year past from personal experience. 
What develops during the present year depends 
on many factors of course, many of which are 
beyond this profession's, this industry's, power 
to affect. However, by all of us doing as much 
as possible when and where possible we can 
not help but affect the outcome to greater or 
lesser extent—but we do need to do it and it 
takes united effort! 


Minnesota Society of Architects 
By-laws 


These by-laws were adopted at the 30th annual 
convention of the Minnesota Society of Architects 
of the American Institute of Architects on Septem- 
ber 17 and 18, 1964, in Minneapolis and were ap- 
proved by the secretary of the American Institute of 
Architects on October 19, 1964. They are considered 
a model for such and were approved by the board of 
directors of the society, July 6, 1964, They were 
amended in part on November 7, 1969. 


ARTICLE I—NAME OF THE SOCIETY 
Section 1. 


a. The name of this organization is the “Міппе- 
sota Society of Architects of the American Institute 
of Architects.” It is a state organization of the 
American Institute of Architects and is referred to in 
these Bylaws as the Society. 


ARTICLE II—DEFINITIONS 
Section 1. 


а. The terms "Institute" or "Chapter" as used in 
these Bylaws shall refer to “Тһе American Institute 
of Architects" as incorporated under the laws of the 
State of New York, or to its local Chapters estab- 
lished or to be established in the future within the 
State of Minnesota. 


b. Reference to "Society," “Board,” “Committee,” 
“Officer,” "Members," "Meeting" or similar designa- 
tions shall pertain or refer to the Minnesota Society 
of Architects. 


ARTICLE III—PURPOSES 
Section 1. 


a. The purposes of the Society shall be to organize 
and unite in fellowship the architects of the State 
of Minnesota to combine their efforts so as to pro- 
mote the aesthetic, scientific and practical efficiency 
of the profession; to advance the science and art 
of planning and building by advancing the stand- 
ards of architectural education, training, and prac- 
tice; to coordinate the building industry and the 
profession of architecture to insure the advance- 
ment of the living standards of our people through 
their improved environment; and to make the pro- 
fession of ever-increasing service to society. 

b. The Society shall function as the statewide rep- 
resentative of and unifying body for the various 
Chapters of the American Institute of Architects 
chartered within the State of Minnesota on matters 
of statewide interest affecting the interests of such 
Chapters. 
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c. The Society may borrow and lend money and 
own property of all kinds, movable or immovable, 
and engage in other activities which may be inci- 
dental to any of the above purposes. 


d. The Society may act as trustee for scholar- 
ships, endowments, or trusts of philanthropic nature. 


e. This enumeration of purposes shall not be con- 
strued as limiting or restricting in any manner the 
powers of this Society but the Society shall have all 
of the powers and authority which may be con- 
ferred upon nonprofit corporations under the pro- 
visions of the laws of the State of Minnesota. 


ARTICLE IV—DOMAIN 


Section 1. 


a. The domain of the Association shall be the 
State of Minnesota. 


b. The place of its official business address shall 
be as given in the Articles of Incorporation. 


ARTICLE V—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. 


a. All Corporate Members and Members Emeritus 
of all Chapters of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects within the State of Minnesota shall auto- 
matically be Members of the Society. 


b. All Professional Associates and Associates of 
all Chapters of the American Institute of Architects 
within the State of Minnesota shall automatically 
be Professional Associates and Associates of the 
Society. 


Section 2. 


Members and Associates shall be elected in the 
following fashion: 


a. An architect elected a Corporate Member of 
the American Institute of Architects and assigned 
to a Chapter within the State of Minnesota auto- 
matically becomes a Corporate Member of the So- 
ciety. 

b. An architect elected a Professional Associate 
of a Chapter of the American Institute of Architects 
within the State of Minnesota automatically be- 
comes a Professional Associate of the Society. 


c. A person elected an Associate of a Chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects within the State 
of Minnesota automatically becomes an Associate 
of the Society. 
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d. An architect granted the position of Member 
Emeritus of the American Institute of Architects 
and assigned to a Chapter within the State of Minne- 
sota automatically becomes a Member Emeritus of 
the Society. 


Section 3. 

None of the above Members, Professional As- 
sociates or Associates may resign from the Society, 
nor may they resign from the American Institute of 
Architects or one of its Chapters and remain a 
member of the Society. 


Section 4. 

a. A Corporate Member or Member Emeritus may 
be suspended or expelled only by action of the 
Board of Directors of the American Institute of 
Architects. 

b. A Professional Associate or Associate may be 
suspended or expelled only by the Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects of which he is a 
member, 


Section 5. 

The Society shall obtain from all Chapters of the 
American Institute of Architects in the State of Min- 
nesota by February of each year the names, classifi- 
cations, and addresses of all the Chapter Corporate, 
Professional Associate, and Emeritus Members in 
good standing on the first day of January of that 
year. 


Section 6. 


Privileges of Corporate Members. A Corporate 
Member in good standing may exercise all the rights 
and privileges granted him under these Bylaws. 


Section 7. 


Privileges of Professional Associates. A Profes- 
sional Associate in good standing may: 


a. Serve as either Member or Chairman of any 
Committee of the Society that does not perform any 
duty of the Board or that is not concerned with dis- 
ciplinary matters or Institute business or affairs; 


b. Speak and make motions at any meeting of the 
Society and vote thereat on any matter that does not 
concern the affairs of business of the Institute, or 
the nomination or election of a delegate to an Insti- 
tute meeting; 


с. Not hold office or a directorship of the Society. 
Section 8. 


Privileges of Associates. An Associate who is in 
good standing in the Society may: 


а. Serve, except as Chairman, оп any committee 
of the Society that does not perform any duty of the 
Board or that is not concerned with disciplinary mat- 
ters or with Institute affairs or business; 


b, Speak or make motions at any meeting of the 
Society and vote thereat on any matter that does not 
concern the affairs or business of the Institute, or 
the nomination or election of a delegate to an Insti- 
tute meeting, or the nomination or election of an 
Officer or director of the Society; 


c. Not hold office or a directorship of the Society. 
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ARTICLE VI—AUTHORITY 


Section 1. 

All of the rights and powers which may be exer- 
cised by the Society shall be vested in the Member- 
ship. These rights and powers shall be subject to 
exercise or change by the Membership at the An- 
nual Meeting or a duly called Special Meeting of 
the Society. 


Section 2. 

Officers and a Board of Directors shall manage, 
direct, control, and administer the property, affairs, 
and business of the Society; shall put into effect all 
general policies, directions and instructions adopted 
at the Meetings of the Society; and shall act for the 
Society in ail matters within the jurisdiction granted 
the Officers and Board of Directors by these Bylaws 
and the Membership. The Board shall govern the ex- 
penditure of all funds of whatever nature. No Officer, 
Director, Committee or Committee Member of the 
Board may incur any financial obligation for the 
Society without first having obtained the approval of 
the Board and its authority to act for the Society. 


Section 3. 


Liability of Officers 

a. The holders of any office and the members of 
any board or of any committee which may be duly 
established by the Board or by duly qualified officers 
shall be indemnified by the Society for any and all 
personal liability arising out of or in connection with 
said offices, board or committee memberships; it 
shall be the legal responsibility and duty of the So- 
ciety to defend against any action at law which may 
be commenced against such officers or members of 
the Board or of such committees, whether as indi- 
viduals or otherwise, arising out of or in connection 
with such offices or board or committee member- 
ships, excepting only actions arising out of the 
operation of a motor vehicle. 


ARTICLE VII—MEETINGS OF THE SOCIETY 


Section 1. 


There shall be an Annual Meeting within the 
calendar year of the Membership of the Society 
for the purpose of electing Officers and transacting 
any other business which may properly come before 
the Meeting. 


Section 2, 


Special Meetings of the Membership of the So- 
ciety shall be held whenever such a meeting is 
called by: (a) a vote of a majority of the Members 
at a meeting of the Association; (b) a two-thirds 
vote of the entire Board of Directors; (c) resolutions 
adopted by a majority of the Chapters; or (d) a 
written petition to the Board of Directors signed by 
not less than 25 per cent of all the Members of the 
Society. The proposal must recite the purposes of 
the Meeting. The Board of Directors shall call a 
Special Meeting for the purposes set out in the pro- 
posal within 30 calendar days after the proposal is 
received. A notice of the meeting is to be mailed to 
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every Member not less than 15 calendar days be- 
fore the date fixed for the meeting. 
Section 3. 

Voting by proxies cannot be done at Meetings of 
the Society. 
Section 4. 

A quorum for a Meeting of the Society shall con- 
sist of not less than 25 Corporate Members, and at 
which meeting there is present at least one Corpo- 
rate Member from a majority of the Chapters in the 
State. 

Section 5. 

Every decision of a Meeting shall be by a majority 
of the votes cast; unless a larger vote is required by 
these Bylaws, All Meetings shall be conducted in 
accordance with Roberts Rules of Order Revised. 


Section 6. 

The President and the Treasurer of the Society 
shall each make an annual report to the Annual 
Meeting. The reports shall describe the activities 
and condition of the Society and its affairs. 


ARTICLE VIII—BOARD OF DIRECTORS, EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE, OFFICERS AND EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTOR 


Section 1. 
Board of Directors. 


The Board of Directors of the Society shall be 
elected from among the Corporate Members of the 
various Chapters and by the various Chapters in ac- 
cordance with the following schedule: 


(1) There shall be one (1) Director from each 
Chapter who shall be the President of that Chapter. 
There shall be two additional Directors from each 
Chapter, each of whom shall be a Corporate Mem- 
ber of the Institute. The latter two directors from 
each Chapter shall be elected for two year terms 
beginning in alternate years. 

(2) The immediate Past President of the Society 
shall be a member of the Board of Directors for a 
term of one year only. 


(3) Should a vacancy on the Board occur for any 
reason, the Secretary shall immediately notify the 
governing body of the Chapter affected which shall 
designate a new Director to fill the vacancy. Should 
the Chapter not take such action within sixty (60) 
days of such notification, the Society Board may 
make such designation of a new Director and so 
notify the Chapter. 


Section 2. 
Executive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee of the 
Board composed of the President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and two Directors elected by 
the Board from its membership. There shall be at 
least one member from each Chapter in the state 
of Minnesota on the Executive Committee. A quorum 
shall consist of three members. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall act for the Board between meetings 
of the Board. The Executive Committee shall not 
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originate any major policy or take any action which 
would conflict in whole or in part with any action of 
the Board or of any meeting of the Society or any 
rule or policy of the Institute. 


Section 3. 
Officers. 


a. The Officers of the Society and Board shall 
consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. The Officers shall be Corporate Members 
and shall be elected by the Membership of the 
Society at the Annual Meeting. 


b. The President shall be the administrative head 
of the Society, shall exercise general supervision 
over its affairs and shall perform all the duties re- 
quired of him by these Bylaws or delegated to him 
by the Board, and all other duties which are usual 
and incidental to this office. He shall preside at 
every meeting of the Society and the Board. He shall 
appoint all Committees and Committee Chairmen 
with the approval of the Board. He shall, together 
with the Secretary, sign all contracts and legal docu- 
ments for and in the name of the Society but only 
when so authorized by the Board, and he shall co- 
sign all checks with the Treasurer. 

c. The Vice President shall, in the absence of the 
President, preside and perform all the duties of the 
office of President. 

d. The Secretary shall take charge and be re- 
sponsible for all of the clerical work pertaining to 
the business of the Society except that pertaining 
to subsidized publications. He shall: 

(1) together with the President, and when so au- 
thorized by the Board, sign all contracts and legal 
documents for and in the name of the Society; 

(2) keep a record of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Board; 

(3) make and maintain a complete record of all 
Members; 

(4) issue notices of all authorized Meetings of the 
Society to all Members, as provided in these Bylaws; 

(5) issue notices of all authorized meetings of 
the Board to all Officers and Directors, as provided 
in these Bylaws; 

(6) cause to be exhibited any and all data, records, 
correspondence, documents, membership roll and 
any other information in his care or possession, 
whenever so required by the President or the Board. 

e. The Treasurer shall make and forward all in- 
voices, receive all moneys (except for subsidized 
publications), and deposit the same in the name of 
the Society in a Bank or Banks approved by the 
Board. 


He shall: 


(1) keep regular and systematic books of ac- 
counts; 

(2) exhibit these books and any and all papers 
and vouchers when so required by the President or 
the Board; 

(3) submit a written statement of receipts and 
disbursements to the Board at each regular meeting; 
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(4) pay such bills as are presented to him by the 
authority of the Board only; 

(5) co-sign all checks for the Society with the 
President; 

(6) submit an audit of the books, prepared by a 
firm authorized by the Board and paid for by the 
Society, at the completion of his term of office; 

(7) submit a Fidelity Bond in favor of the Society, 
the cost of which shall be paid by the Society. 


Section 4, 
Vacancies. 


Should a vacancy occur in any office of the So- 
ciety, other than because of the regular expiration 
of a term of office, it shall be the duty of the Board, 
by roll call vote at a duly called meeting of the 
Board, or by letter ballot, to fill the vacancy for the 
unexpired term of office. 


Section 5. 

Administrative Year. 

a. The administrative year of the Society shall be 
the calendar year. Officers and Directors shall serve 
terms beginning January 1 of the year following the 
date of their election to office, 


Section 6. 

Delegate to Institute Convention. 

a. The Society shall have delegate representation 
at the Annual Convention of the American Institute 
of Architects in accordance with Institute Bylaws 
relating to State Organizations. Such delegate shall 
be the President. In the absence of the President, 
the order of succession shall be the Vice President, 
the Secretary, the Treasurer, and other member 
elected by the Board. 

b. The expense of such delegate shall be defrayed 
in an amount to be determined by the Board. 
Section 7. 

Executive Director. 

a. The Board shall be empowered to employ and 
fix the salary of an Executive Director who shall per- 


form such duties as may be delegated to him by the 
Board. 


ARTICLE IX—MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 
Section 1. 

Meetings of the Board of Directors. 

a. Regular meetings of the Board of Directors 
shall be held four times a year at a time and place 
fixed by the Board. One of the regular meetings shall 
be held shortly before or after the first of the year 
at which time committees shall be appointed, 
organization effected, and general plans and policies 
determined for the succeeding year, one of the 
regular meetings shall be held shortly after the An- 
nual Convention of the Institute, and one shall be 
held shortly prior to the Annual Meeting of the So- 
ciety. 

b. Special meetings of the Board shall be held on 
the call of the President, or if voted by the Board, or 
on written request of a majority of the Board. 
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c. Notice of each meeting of the Board shall be 
sent in writing by the Secretary to each member of 
the Board not less than ten (10) days before the 
date fixed for the meeting. Minutes of these meet- 
ings shall be recorded by the Secretary and ap- 
proved by the Board in its succeeding meeting. 


ARTICLE X—COMMITTEES 
Section 1. 

Nominating Committee. 

a. The Nominating Committee, composed of the 
last five past presidents of the Society who are in 
good standing in the Society, shall nominate a com- 
plete slate of Officers at the Annual Meeting of the 
Society. The Chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, who shall be the most recent of the past 
presidents, shall coordinate the work of the Com- 
mittee and make the report of the nominations to 
the Board at the last regular meeting of the Board 
preceding the Annual Meeting. The Chairman of 
the Committee shall then report the nominations 
to the Annual Convention. 

b. In addition to the nominees selected by the 
Committee there may be nominations from the floor 
at the Annual Meeting. 


Section 2. 
Committees. 


a. Society Committees may be established to 
perform services for the Society and each such com- 
mittee may create one or more subcommittees. 

b. The Society Committees shall consist of Stand- 
ing Committees, established by these Bylaws, and 
Special Committees, established by the Board of 
Directors or meetings of the Society. 


Section 3. 

The Standing Committees. 

a. The Society shall establish two types of Stand- 
ing Committees both of which shall cooperate with 
the appropriate National Commission of the Insti- 
tute. 


b. Each Standing Committee shall consist of the 
Chairmen of the Chapter committees of similar 
designation plus such Corporate, Professional As- 
sociate and Associate members as the Board may 
determine. An appointed member who becomes a 
Chapter committee chairman shall retain his ap- 
pointment to the normal expiration of the appointed 
term. 

c. Appointments of Corporate members to Stand- 
ing Committees shall be for three year terms, so 
arranged that approximately one-third of the ap- 
pointments shall be made each year. 

d. Appointments of Professional Associate and As- 
sociate members to Standing Committees shall be 
for one year terms. 

e. The first type of Standing Committee is one 
which serves the special needs of the Society and 
cooperates with similar committees of the Chapters 
or Sections of Chapters of the Institute located with- 
in the State of Minnesota. These Standing Com- 
mittees shall include: 


(1) Committee on Governmental Relations. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee to promote 
the usefulness of the profession and the Society 
to the various governmental bureaus and agencies 
having charge of the planning and designing of 
public buildings and monuments and their environ- 
ment; to promote the employment of architects 
in private practice to plan and design such public 
works; to maintain liaison with the legislature of 
the state to forward statewide and local legislation 
that will promote the welfare of the architectural 
profession and the construction industry and the 
public health and welfare. It shall cooperate with 
the national Commission on Public Affairs of the 
Institute. 

(2) Committee on Relations with the Building In- 
dustry. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee to foster а 
cooperative relationship between architects and con- 
tractors, producers of building materials and equip- 
ment and other elements of the building industry. 
It shall cooperate with the national Commission on 
Professional Practice of the Institute. 

f. The second type of Standing Committee is one 
which is equivalent to those chapter and national 
committees with similar titles and duties. These 
Standing Committees may include: 

(1) Committee on State and Chapter Organiza- 
tions. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on State and Chapter Organizations in for- 
warding the program of that committee. 

(2) Committee on Academic Training. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Academic Training to promote the pro- 
gram of that committee. 

(3) Committee on Office Procedures. 

This committee shall work through the national 
committee regional representative of the same name 
with the national Committee on Office Procedures in 
forwarding the program of that committee. 

(4) Committee on Research. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Research to promote the program of that 
committee, 

(5) Committee on Urban Design. 

This committee shall work to promote the pro- 
gram of the national Committee on Urban Design. 

(6) Committee on Residential Architecture. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Residential Architecture to promote the 
program of that committee. 

(7) Committee on the Collaborating Arts. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on the Collaborating Arts to promote the pro- 
gram of that committee. 

(8) Committee on Preservation of Historic Build- 
ings. 

This committee shall work with the national 
Committee on Preservation of Historic Buildings to 
promote the program of that committee. 


(9) Committee on Schools and Educational Fa- 
cilities. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Schools and Educational Facilities to pro- 
mote the program of that committee. 

(10) Committee on Hospital Architecture. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Hospital Architecture to promote the pro- 
gram of that committee. 

(11) Committee on Aesthetics. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Aesthetics to promote the program of that 
committee. 

(12) Committee on Public Relations. 

This committee shall work with the national Com- 
mittee on Public Relations to promote the program 
of that committee. 

Other Committees. 

The Society may establish other standing com- 
mittees which are not specifically mentioned in 
these Bylaws, upon adoption of a motion to that 
effect. 


ARTICLE XI—COMMISSIONS 


Section 1. 

The Society may establish commissions to act as 
supervisory and liaison agents for the Board on the 
committees of the Society. 


Section 2. 


Each commission shall consist of not less than 
one and not more than three members, appointed 
by the President of the Society, one of whom shall 
be a member of the Board, provided that such mem- 
ber of the Board need not serve as chairman of the 
commission unless so appointed by the President 
of the Society. 


Section 3. 


The term of office of the members of a commis- 
sion shall be not more than one year and that term 
shall coincide with the term of the President of the 
Society. 


Section 4. 


The number and type of commissions shall be 
similar in title and functions to those of the national 
commissions of the Institute which presently in- 
clude the Commission on the Professional Society, 
the Commission on Education, the Commission on 
Professional Practice, the Commission on Archi- 
tectural Design and the Commission on Public Af- 
fairs. 


Section 5. 

a. The Commission on the Professional Society 
shall have jurisdiction over the Society Committee 
on State and Chapter Organizations, and any other 
committees whose functions relate to the admini- 
stration of Society affairs or business. 

b. The Commission on Education shall have 
jurisdiction over the Society Committee on Aca- 
demic Training and any other committees whose

functions relate to architectural education, pre- 
registration training and the registration or licens- 
ing of architects. 

c. The Commission on Professional Practice shall 
have jurisdiction over the Society Committee on 
Office Procedures, the Committee on Research, the 
Committee on Relations with the Building Industry, 
and any other committees whose functions relate to 
the practice of architecture. 


d. The Commission on Architectural Design shall 
have jurisdiction over the Society Committee on 
Urban Design, the Committee on Residential Archi- 
tecture, the Committee on the Collaborating Arts, 
the Committee on Schools and Educational Facili- 
ties, the Committee on Hospital Architecture, the 
Committee on Aesthetics, and any other committees 
whose functions relate to architectural design. 


е. The Commission on Public Affairs shall have 
jurisdiction over the Society Committee on Govern- 
mental Relations, the Committee on Public Rela- 
tions, and any other committees whose functions 
relate to public affairs or governmental relations. 


ARTICLE XII—FINANCES 
Section 1. 
Fiscal Year. 


The fiscal year of the Society shall begin on the 
first day of January and end on the thirty-first day 
of December of the same calendar year. 


Section 2. 
Amount of Dues. 


a. The amount of dues for any year, if changed 
from the preceding year, shall be determined by 
action of the Annual Meeting upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Board. 


b. A Member or Associate admitted to member- 
ship less than six (6) months prior to the close of 
the fiscal year shall pay dues for one-half year. 
There shall be no admission fee, 

Section 3. 
Dues Payable. 


a. All dues shall be for the calendar year of this 
Society and shall be due and payable to this Society 
on the first day of the calendar year. 


b. If the dues of any Corporate Member are in 
default on the last day of the year in which they be- 
come payable, the Board of Directors shall request 
the American Institute of Architects to suspend his 
Membership. If the dues of this Corporate Member 
remain unpaid on the last day of the year following 
such default, the Board of Directors shall request 
the American Institute of Architects to terminate the 
Membership of that Corporate Member. 


c. If the dues of any Professional Associate or 
Associate are in default on the last day of the year 
in which they become payable, the Board of Di- 
rectors shall request the Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects of which the Professional As- 
sociate or Associate is a Member to suspend his 
Membership. If the dues of this Professional As- 
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sociate or Associate shall remain unpaid on the last 
day of the year following such default, the Board of 
Directors shall request the Chapter to terminate his 
Membership. 


d. Each Corporate Member or Professional As- 
sociate or Associate of this Society shall pay such 
dues as may be fixed from time to time by a ma- 
jority of the Membership present and voting at any 
annual or Special Meeting of the Society. 


Section 4, 
Method of Payment of Dues. 


Dues shall be billed to the Chapter to which the 
Corporate Member, Professional Associate or As- 
sociate belongs and that Chapter shall bill the 
Corporate Member or Professional Associate or As- 
sociate for the Society dues simultaneously with 
and in addition to Chapter dues. The Chapter shall 
remit dues collected to the Treasurer of the Society 
together with a list showing the names of those 
whose Memberships are covered by the dues re- 
mitted. 


Section 5. 
Remission of Dues. 


a. In exceptional instances and for what it deems 
adequate cause, at its own instance or upon request 
of a Chapter, the Board of Directors may remit the 
annual dues to be paid by any Corporate Member 
or Professional Associate or Associate, in whole or 
in part. 

b. The Board will remit the annual dues of any 
Corporate Member or Professional Associate or As- 
sociate whose Chapter dues have not been remitted 
whenever that Corporate Member or Professional 
Associate or Associate is on extended active duty 
in the Armed Forces of the United States of America. 

с. Remission of dues may be made retroactive. 


Section 6. 
Reinstatement. 


Any Corporate Member or Professional Associate 
or Associate who has been suspended from Mem- 
bership because of failure to pay dues may be 
automatically reinstated to his original classifica- 
tion upon reinstatement in the Chapter of which he 
is a Corporate Member or Professional Associate or 
Associate. 


Section 7. 
Annual Budget. 


At its first meeting of each calendar year, the 
Board of Directors by vote of not less than two- 
thirds of those present, shall adopt an annual budget 
showing in detail the anticipated income and ex- 
penditures of the Society. 


Section 8. 
Expenditures. 


a. The Treasurer shall deposit all funds of the 
Society in a depository designated by the Board of 
Directors. Checks for the withdrawal of such funds 
Shall be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned 
by the President, except that, if approved by the 
Board of Directors, a member of the Board, named 
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by the Board, may be authorized to countersign 
checks for the President. The limits of the authority 
shall be defined by the Board. 

b. No Member, Officer, or Representative of the 
Society shall have authority to contract any obliga- 
tion for the Society or to expend any money of the 
Society unless the contract or commitment has 
been authorized by the Board of Directors or by 
specific resolution at a duly called Meeting of the 
Society; and unless the Board has made an ap- 
propriation of funds for the purpose. 

с. No funds shall be spent to pay for any expense 
or obligation unless an appropriation for that pur- 
pose has been made by the Board nor shall any pay- 
ment be made for any expense or obligation in ex- 
cess of the unexpended and unencumbered balance 
of the specific appropriation. However, a petty cash 
fund not to exceed $25.00 in amount may be main- 
tained and expenditures may be made from that 
fund for normal minor expenses. 


Section 9. 

Annual Dues for State Organization. 

The Society, as an organization member of the 
American Institute of Architects, shall pay to the 
Institute the amount of annual dues required by it to 
maintain its membership. 


ARTICLE XIII—GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. 

Reclassification. 

Any Corporate Member or Professional Associate 
or Associate of the Society whose membership class- 
ification has been changed in the Chapter of which 
he is a Member, shall automatically be reclassified 
upon notice from the Chapter Secretary that such 
reclassification has been accomplished. 


Section 2. 

Endorsements. 

Neither the Society nor any of its subsidiary orga- 
nizations shall make endorsements or recommenda- 
tions directly or indirectly of a political party or of 
a nominee for public office or of a commercial ma- 
terial or object. 


Section 3. 


Co-operation with the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 


The Society shall represent and act for the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects and the Chapters within 
the State, under a charter issued to it by the Board 
of the AIA, on State matters only. The Society shall 
support the Institute and its activities, and shall not 
directly or indirectly nullify or contravene any by- 
law, rule or policy of the Institute. Voting on any 
question concerning the affairs of the Institute or its 
Chapters shall be limited to Corporate Members of 
the Society in good standing. 

Titles Which May Be Used. 

As a State Organization of the American Institute 
of Architects, the Society may use the following title 
for official business: “Minnesota Society of Archi- 
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tects, a State Organization of the American Institute 
of Architects.” 

A Corporate Member of one of the Minnesota 
Chapters of the AIA may, in addition to his AIA des- 
ignation, use the title “Member of the Minnesota 
Society of Architects.” 

A Professional Associate of one of the Minnesota 
Chapters of the AIA may use the title “Professional 
Associate of the Minnesota Society of Architects.” 

An Associate of one of the Minnesota Chapters of 
the AIA may use the title “Associate of the Minne- 
sota Society of Architects.” 

A Member Emeritus of one of the Minnesota 
Chapters of the AIA may, in addition to his AIA des- 
ignation, use the title "Member Emeritus of the Min- 
nesota Society of Architects.” 

Section 5. 

Relations With Other Organizations. 

The Society shall have no financial interest in the 
property, assets or liabilities of any other organiza- 
tion in which it may hold membership, or with which 
it may be affiliated, unless specifically agreed to in 
writing by both parties, approved by a meeting of 
the Society and approved by the Institute. 


ARTICLE XIV—AMENDMENTS 
Section 1. 
Amendment Procedure. 


a. Bylaws may be added to the existing bylaws of 
the Society and amendments to existing bylaws may 
be made in the following manner: 


b. The Board, at any meeting of the Board, shall 
have the power to propose a new bylaw or an amend- 
ment to an existing bylaw by a two-thirds vote of the 
directors who are present and entitled to vote on the 
proposed amendment. 


c. After a new bylaw or amendment to an existing 
bylaw has been proposed by the Board of Directors, 
such new bylaw or amendment may be adopted at 
any meeting of the Society by a majority vote of the 
voting members present at such meeting. 

d. Notice of such proposed new bylaw or amend- 
ment to existing bylaw stating the purpose of each 
proposed new bylaw or amendment and the reason 
therefor, and a copy of the proposed new bylaw or 
amendment shall be sent to every voting member 
not less than ten days prior to the date of the meet- 
ing at which the proposed new bylaw or amendment 
is to be voted on. 

е. Every such Bylaw amendment shall be ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors of the American 
Institute of Architects before becoming effective. 


ARTICLE XV—DISSOLUTION 
Section 1. 

Assets. 

a. In the event the Society is legally dissolved 
there shall be no distribution of assets to the 
benefit of any member; the Board of Directors and 
Officers shall distribute any assets to an educational 
or charitable foundation.
